In six months, rookie sensation Bob 
Backlund has become one of the hottest 
stars in the wrestling community. 
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“| just do not understand what is 
happening,’ Bobby told me. ‘‘Ayear 
ago, no one had ever heard of me. 

There 
are promoters in the NWA, the 
WWWEFE, and the AWA bidding for 
my services. A year ago, they 
wouldn't give me the right time of 
day.” 

Wasn't he being just a bit bitter 
about how things turned out? | 
wondered. 

“Damn_ straight I’m bitter. 
Suddenly I've discovered my life is 
not my own. | am expected to 
wrestle this guy one night, then go 
clear across the country to wrestle 
some other guy the next night. And 
what happens? My personal life isin 
a shambles. | have no time to call my 
own. There are reporters calling my 
house day and night begging for 
interviews. Of course, you are an 
exception. You were one of the only 
people who sought me out before all 
this sudden fame happened.

“Unlike most reporters, you are 
willing to criticize the journalistic 
community when you see 
something wrong. Therefore, | 
would rather talk with you than 
those other reporters.” 

| told Bob | was flattered by the 

praise, but that | was only doing my 
job. However, | had been curious as 
to why he had made himself so 
unavailable to others of my 
profession. He had answered that 
question. 
. | have seen sudden success spoil 
other men in the past. They just 
couldn't cope with their rising 
fortunes. They went wild, and lost 
whatever: talent they had once 
possessed. Their hastily rising stars 
were quickly shot down.

OW DO YOU find men to 
conquer a living legend? If you 
come up with the answer, be sure to 
contact Dan Napoli. He’s the first to 
admit he can use all the help 
available. 
It's Napoli’s job to scout 
opponents for WWWF champion 
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Bruno Sammartino. His recom- 
mendations are often the final word 
on who gets the chance to wrestle 
Sammartino. How does a man find 
foes for a champion who has 
dominated the sport for more thana 
decade? It isn’t easy. 

Dan’‘s office is in New York City, 


though he’s only there two days a 
week at the most. Other times, the 
man is on the road, scouting 
wrestlers as possible opponents for 
the champion. Napoli can’t begin to 
say how many reports he has 
written up in the wee hours of the

examine his findings the next day.

“Why does Sammartino have to 
be so good? Napoli says with a 


laugh. “There must be a hundred 
fine wrestlers who just aren’t good 
enough. I’ve seen them all. These 
guys wanta title shot more than life. 
But they just don’t have what it 
takes. 

“An opponent for Sammartino 


must be incredibly strong and very 
smart. One or the other isn’t good 
enough. The man has to be able to 
use his strength intelligently. If not, 
Bruno will tear him apart. He’s done 
it before.

NTONINO ROCCA, THE man 

who revolutionized professional 
wrestling, is dead. On March 15, 1977, 
the entire wrestling fraternity mourned 
the loss of this all-time great superstar. 
During a successful wrestling 
appearance in Puerto Rico, the 53- 
year-old Rocca suddenly became ill. 
Upon his return to the United States, 
Rocca was admitted to New York’s 
Roosevelt Hospital. He died a few 
weeks later. Doctors listed the cause of 
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death as a urinary infection. 

Brought to the United States in 1949 
by promoter Toots Mondt, Rocca’s 
flying style captured the hearts of fans 
young and old. One of the maneuvers 
he invented, the flying dropkick, 
became his trademark. It was imitated 
by thousands of other wrestlers shortly 
after he made it famous. Today it is a 
common sight in matches all over the 
globe. 

Perhaps Rocca’s most cherished 
possession was the love the fans gave 
him. A wonderful humanitarian, 
Rocca would do anything to help a 
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fan—or anyone else in need. 

Although he never won the world 
championship, he did hold a list of 
single titles that still stands out as 
among the most impressive in history. 
Together with Miguel Perez, Rocca 
went on to hold many tag team titles. 

His‘matches against Buddy Rogers, 
Jerry Graham, Edouard Carpentier, 
and Bruno Sammartino were classics. 
Fans today have yet to see matches 
that can compare with them. 

A great loss to the world, Antonino 
Rocca is dead. But his legend will live 
on forever. 0

His body is 
envied by bodybuilders as well as 
wrestling fans. He is Superstar Billy 
Graham. 


Q: Welcome to the “Hotseat.”

ATE ONE, hate them all. That 

could be “Wahoo’s Law of 
Relations,” at least as it applies to the 
Valentine clan. 

Wahoo McDaniel has despised the 
Valentines ever since meeting Johnny 
Valentine years ago. The two men 
wrestled and began one of the 
bloodiest feuds in wrestling history. 
No one can point to the moment in the 
first match when the two men became 
bitter enemies. The match slowly grew 
more and more savage. Before anyone 
could tell why, the two men were at 
each other’s throats. It was like cobra 
and mongoose, natural enemies 
battling to the death. Their next 
match, and each subsequent brawl, 
made World War II look like a 
Maypole dance. 

Their feud continued throughout 
the years. Each chapter was written in 
pain and blood. The entire history will 
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WAHOO 
INTO 


be remembered by wrestling fans for as 
long as the sport exists. Many believed 
the feud ended when Valentine 
suffered his crippling injury in the 
airplane accident. Yet, the ending is 
nowhere in sight. 

Johnny’s younger brother, Greg 
Valentine, seems to have taken over. 
Donning his brother’s hatred for 
Wahoo like a custom-made suit, Greg 
has kept the feud burning with rage. 
And for Wahoo, wrestling Greg is like 
wrestling Johnny. McDaniel will make 
any sacrifice to gain a victory over 
Greg. 


As might be expected, Johnny gives 
Greg: advice on howto defeat their 
mutual enemy. And as might be 
expected when one knows the 
headstrong Greg, most advice is 
ignored. Greg Valentine has to learn the 
hard way. And that way means blood 
and pain. 

It doesn’t bother Johnny that his 
brother only takes advice occasionally. 
It’s a trait that runs in the family. 

“When I first started wrestling 
Wahoo,” Johnny recalls, “no one 


could tell me how to do it. I hated the ~ 


guy so much—still do—I wanted to do

it the roughest way I knew. As far as I 
was concerned, the match might as 
well have taken place in an alley. 

“Well, it didn’t take me long to find 
out how wrong I was. You can doa lot 
more damage by using wrestling skills 
than just brawling. And there are a 
number of holds which can turn 
McDaniel into putty. I’ve told Greg 
what the holds are. When he thinks 
they'll come in handy, he’ll use them. 
Nothing I can say will make him do it 
any faster. The man’s a Valentine.” 

Because Greg is a Valentine, 
McDaniel has sworn to run him out of 
wrestling. While Wahoo often finds 
himself embroiled in feuds, there is: 
something different about this one. 
Even Wahoo realizes this. 

When McDaniel is interviewed, he 
tries to change the subject when 
Valentine is mentioned. It isn’t 
intentional. Rather, it is a sign of the 


confusion Wahoo feels about the. 


‘subject. When he finally gets around to 
discussing it, his voice becomes softer 
and the words come slower. 

“TI can name over 1,000 reasons why 
I hate Johnny Valentine now,” Wahoo 
begins, “and each one of them is 
valid. But I can’t recall why I started 
hating him. It just happened in that 
first match. No man wants to hate for 
no reson at all, but something 
happened that made me want to kill 
him. I still can’t understand it. I’ve seen 
the match on film maybe 100 times. I 
can’t see why I reacted like I did. I can’t 
even see why Valentine hated me so 
quickly! None of it makes sense. 

“A friend of mine once suggested 
Valentine and I sensed what was going 
to happen the first time we wrestled. 
Some energy created during the match 
sort of made it possible for us to 
‘predict how we were going to react in 
the future. The first time we wrestled, it 
was as if we had already had 100 
matches that made us bitter enemies. 
It’s like what happens when you see 
someone for the first time and say, ‘I 
don’t like his looks.’ Something in

your brains warns about this person, 
telling you this man is dangerous. 

“For years, I thought my friend was 
nuts. But I haven’t been able to think 
of another explanation. 

“As for Greg, I hate him because he’s 
Johnny’s brother. He hates me because 
Johnny hates me. But I’ve had 
wrestlers try to seek revenge forfriends 
or relatives against me before. It’s 
strange, but Greg angers me more than 
any of the others. The same gut hatred 
I feel for Johnny I feel for Greg. It’s not 
like that with the others. 

“This can’t go on much longer. 
Sooner or later, one of us has got to go. 
Either Greg or I will be forced to leave. 
And I really don’t care what happens 
to Valentine after he’s finished. I 
wouldn’t give him a dime for the pencil 
he’ll sell on the street. 

“You know, I’m not like this 
normally. But the Valentines make me 
this way. I don’t like it, but I like the 
Valentines even less.-I don’t know why, 
but I hate those two more than any 
other human beings on earth.” Oo

“I’m going to be champion 
again,” Jack enthuses, “because | 
have a secret weapon. No one can 
overcome it. Harley Race’s days as 
NWA champion are numbered. | 
can see by the look in your eyes you 
want to know my secret weapon. 

“Just for you—and the rest of the 
world. Revealed: Jack Brisco’s secret 
weapon.

get stupid against Sammartino. The 
pressure and Bruno are more than 
they can handle. 

“Do you realize how many men 
Bruno has defeated during his 
second reign? When you consider 
the variety of challengers, it’s 
staggering. And Bruno has beaten 
them_all. | like to think each match 
has been great. They certainly have 
been exciting.” 


There are two ways Napoli 
usually finds opponents for 
Sammartino. He is either told about 
them by knowledgeable people or 
finds them through diligent 
surveying of the wrestling scene. 

“As strange as this may sound,” 
Napoli explains, ‘‘one of the best 
ways of finding opponents is to 
listen to managers like Lou Albano, 
Freddie Blassie, and Grand Wizard. 
These guys have devoted their lives 
to finding someone who can take 
Sammartino’s crown. They know 
more about Bruno than he does 
himself! So when they say they've 
found someone who can give 
Sammartino a run for his money, 
they're usually right. They’re the 
best aides | could have. 

“However, there are times when | 
find someone on my own. Then, I'll 
tell one of the managers about him. | 
can tell within two minutes which 
manager will be best for a wrestler. 
Then | let the two men meet, 
develop their skills to the fullest, 
then check them out for a title 
match. I’m right about 80% of the 
time. 

“Strangely enough, some of 
Sammartino’s best foes have been 
flukes. Who could have predicted 


Spiros Arion would have become a 
rulebreaker and one of Bruno’s best 
opponents? That was just about as 
lucky as | get. 

“Most of the time, | choose the 


men who have earned a shot. Guys - 


like Stan Hansen, Bobby Duncum, 
Bruiser Brodie, Stan Stasiak, and 
Ernie Ladd have made it impossible to 
ignore them. Ivan Koloff was a 
natural. He defeated Bruno to end 
Sammartino’s first WWWF reign. 
I'm lucky there are so many top 
wrestlers around. Still, the job gets 
harder and harder as Bruno keeps 
beating the best foes around.” 

Does Bruno ever suggest 
opponents? 

“He leaves most of the selection 
to the promoters,” Napoli explains, 
“although he can request a certain 
opponent for a grudge match. He 
has made requests, names | refuse 
to divulge, whom the promoters 
have vetoed. He respects the fact 
that the money men, the guys who 
risk their fortunes to promote 
wrestling, deserve the final say. He 
can suggest but he would never 
demand. He leaves it up to the 
promoters as to which matches will 
draw the crowds. 

“Many people have criticized 
Bruno for wrestling only 
rulebreakers. | don’t think they 
realize what goes into the process of 
selection. Bruno would like to 
wrestle some of the more scientific 
grapplers, but the promoters have 
the final say. And to a man, they 
believe a match between Brunoand 
a scientific wrestler wouldn't draw. 
Bruno has tried to argue differently, 
but to no avail. 

“I've argued, also. | think a match 
between Bruno and Strongbow or 
Putski would be fantastic. 
Remember the match between 
Sammartino and Morales? | thought 
it was the greatest match] ever saw. 
The promoters think I'm crazy.” 

Dan Napoli had to cut the 
interview short. He had to fly to 
Kansas city to look at a wrestler. 
He'd be there for a day and then on 
to San Francisco. He’s always on 
the move, always searching. He’s 
trying to find a man the promceters 
think might beat Bruno Sammartino.

before people were able to react. 
That's how long the new era of trust 
and respect lasted. It was replaced 
by one of the most tempestuous 
sessions ever held. 

“What makes you think we'd 
even dignify that lie by questioning 
it?” one veteran reporter asked 
with a sneer. “I’ve covered Verne’s 
matches since he broke into the 
sport as a young man. I’m proudhe 
calls me a friend. And as a friend, 
I'm not listening to this garbage 
any longer.” 

With that, the man stormed out of 
the room. He was joined by more 
than a few reporters, men who felt 
they owed Gagne the respect of not 
listening to Heenan any longer. For 
a second, an ugly look contorted 
Heenan’s face.
